RAILROAD 
FOB 
SANTA 


I) A1U1 ABA. 


The bill to authorize the county of 


Santa Barbara to aid the construc- 
tion of a railroad within its limits 
came up on special order. 


Mr. Hayne, the author of the bill, 


said he was aware that the idea of a 
subsidy for the railroad pioposed 
was unpopular and undemocratic, 
but this bill did not in any way con- 
stitute what was called a subsidy. 
The object of the bill was to author- 
ize the county of Santa Barbara, 
when any company shall have con- 
structed a railroad through the en- 
tire length of the county, with all 
the advantages which enure to such 
an enterprise, to issue at intervals 
extending over thirty years, bonds 
to the amount of 8500,000, bearing 
interest at seven per cent. His idea 
of a subsidy was, that it meant 
money paid in advance, but this bill 
provided that the bonds should not 
be paid until the work was done— 
a work that would cost from 83,000,- 
000 to §4,000,000, and the taxable 
value of which would more than pay 
the interest of the bonds. The tax- 
payers of the county were unani- 
mous in favor of the scheme. They 
knew it was simply a proposition to 
develop the resources of the county, 
and they felt that without i an road 
facilities they would go back ten 
years as compared with counties 
which has been opened up by rail- 
roads. 


Mr. Carson also supported the 


bill. 


Mr. McKenna said it was a sub- 


sidy bill, pure and unadulterated. 
Nobody who read the bill could 
doubt this, and the able argument 
that time and again had been heard 
in behalf of other counties.

The Assyrians and 
Phoenicians 


,-erc skillful metallurgists, and raaile 


admirable bronze, apparently with 
tin from England, where the Phceni- 
eians worked the Cornish mines. 
Their ordinary bronze continued ten 
per cen;;. of tin, as onr gnn metal 
does. They were skillful in the pro- 
duction of hollow castings, and in 
casting bronze over iron. 


The Egyptians used steel tools for 


stone-cutting, the material for which 
was probably made by tho same 
method still employed in India for 
the manufacture of the "\Vootz steel, 
so highly prized for cutlery. 


The Greeks of Cyprus made true 


zinc brass by smelting copper or 
copper ores with calamine or car-1 
bonate of zinc. The Romans under- 
stood the amalgamation of free gold, 
and forging had attained great 
per- 


fection before the time of Homer. 
Witness the shield of Achilles. 


But the wet methods, with a 
sin- 


gle exception, are the children of 
that young giantess chemistry. The 
wet methods for the extraction of 
metals from ores or alloys, all

sist in the following steps: First,

combination in which it will devolve j 
in some reasonably cheap liquid that j 
does not act as a solvent upon the j 
other portions of tlie ore or alloy;! 
second, iu leaching the soluble me-1 
talic compound from the gauge or 
insoluble metals; and third, in

ing some substance to the solution 
which will destroy its solvent 
pow- 


ers so far as the extracted metal is | 
concerned, and therefore cause it to | 
be thrown down eiihurinthe metalic | 
state, or in the form of a highly con- : 
centrated compound; f mm which the 
metal can readily lie extracted.
